Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant claims a coating composition containing at least one acryl- or 
isocyanato-functional compound, appropriate curative, catalyst, and a silicone resin 
having attached thereto numerous structural limitations. The only documents teaching 
the aforementioned resins that the Examiner encountered were U.S Patent Nos. 
5,135,993, 5,262,507, and several other patents that had evolved from divisional 
applications of these (at least some of which are furnished in Applicants' IDS). All of the 
documents disclose a curable epoxy resin composition containing an epoxy resin, a 
silicone resin equivalent to claimed component (B), and a hardener. These Is no 
disclosure of an acryl- or isocyanato-functional compound nor could the Examiner 
ascertain why it would have been obvious to introduce one into the composition taught 
by these disclosures. Accordingly, claims 1, 3-5, 7-8, 10, 13, and 15-25 are deemed 
allowable. 

As an aside, U.S. Patent No. 4,988,778 is cited by the ISA as being especially 
germane to the claims. The present Examiner respectfully disagrees. Not only Is an 
equivalent silicone resin not disclosed, there also does not appear to be any indication 
that the amino-functlonal silicone that is mentioned will be combined with acrylic 
compound or an isocyanate compound.
